East Half of Historic Street in 16-Acre

The east half of historic Vande- 
venter place has been selected as 
the site for the $15,000,000 vet- 
erans’ hospital to be erected in St. 
Louis, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion announced today. : 
President Truman has approved 
selection of a 16-acre tract bound- 
ed on the east by North Grand 
boulevard, on the north by Bell 
avenue, on the west by Spring ave- 
nue and on the south by Enright 
avenue, 


Architects have been instructed 
to complete plans for the 1000-bed 
general hospital in six months. 
Such an undertaking usually re- 
quires eight months or more. 
The tract takes in 14 mansions 
and a number of commercial 
establishments involving 26 own- 
ers. It will be necessary to re- 
sort to court action to void re- 
strictive covenants now in effect 
on part of the property, it was 
pointed out. 

A committee of medical experts 
appointed by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration and the Mayor's Hos- 


pital Committee had recommended 
that the hospital be located with- 
in the 88-acre tenement area 
bounded by Grand boulevard, 
Compton avenue, Laclede avenue, 
Olive street and Lindell boulevard. 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
had urged it be erected in Forest 
Park. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
said the site selected is not far 
from the medical schools of St. 
Louis and Washington Univer- 
sities, in keeping with the policy 
of locating its hospitals near 
medical schools. 


Erection of the hospital will 
wipe out the stone gates at Van- 
deventer place and North Grand 
which for 76 years have guarded 
the east end of the two-block-long 
subdivision, 

The place was laid out in 1870 
by Peter Vandeventer, and iron- 
clad restrictions enabled it to re- 
tain its character of residential re- 
serve long after the forces of 
change engulfed much of the sur- 
rounding area,

GREEK SHIP SINKS. 
AFTER EXPLOSION: 
39 PERSONS LOST 


Many Women and Chil- 
dren Are Casualties — 
One Theory Time Bomb 


Merchant Marine Ministry an- 
nounced tonight it was investi- 
gating the possibility that a time 
bomb sank the Greek steamer 
Chimarra 20 miles east of Athens 
Sunday, . the worst mari- 
time disaster in modern Greek 
history. 

The ministry revised its esti- 
mate of deaths downward to 392 
after additional persons were 
found alive, It reported 248 sur- 
vivors. 

The possibility that a mine sank 
the 1800-ton steamer as was first 
reported, was by no means ruled 
out. The ministry said it also was 
inquiring into the chance that 
some passenger might have been 
carrying munitions. Some 192 sol- 
diers were aboard. 

The ministry said 550 persons 
and a crew of 87 were on the 
ship. Of these 229 were reported 
saved and 16 others, first believed 
to have been lost, were found to 
have disembarked at Chaklis 
three hours before the pre-dawn 
explosion in the Gulf of Penta- 
lion. The ship was a few miles 
off Rafina at the time. 

The vessel left Salonika Satur- 
day for the Athens port of Pi- 
raeus and capried among others 
certain members of Parliament, 
possibly some members of Prince 
Paul's entourage, 200 women and 
children and nine stowaways. 

Aristides Mytakis, a 44-year-old 
school teacher ‘who survived the 
sinking, estimated that almost 200 
of the casualties were women and 
children. 

Jam afraid every child aboard 
was lost and 95 per cent of the 
women,” he. said. 

Mytakis related that the ship 
sank so quickly that only two life- 
boats gould be launched, The 
decks were filled with a “solid 
wall of cursing fighting men”

Commerce Secretary 
Here -for Mississippi 
Valley Conference — 
Expects to Work Close- 
ly With Gen. Marshall. 


United States Secretary of Com- 
merce W. Averell Harriman, in 
St. Louis to address the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association, said to- 
day that he expected to work 
very closely with Secretary of 
State designate George C. Mar- 


shall in gearing economic policy 
to the nation’s foreign policy. 

The forced departure of Harri- 
man’s predecessor in office, Henry 
A. Wallace, was occasioned by a 
public disagreement over foreign 
policy with Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes. 

Harriman, however,. pointed out 
that he was “in very close touch 
with Gen. Marshall during the 
war.” He praised the appointment 
of Gen. Marshall in the highest 
terms and said he expected to 
work with him very closely on 
foreign policy. 

Because he had not had an op- 
portunity to confer with Gen. Mar- 
shall since Marshall’s appoint- 
ment, Harriman was cautious in 
discussing foreign policy. Harri- 
man has served as American Am- 
bassador both in London and in 
Moscow, In his new post he will 
serve as a member of the Na- 
tional Advisory Council passing 
on foreign loans. 

Such loans, he said, should be 
reviewed carefully, but granted in 
instances where it will help a 
foreign nation to stand on its own 
feet, so that American relief can 
be discontinued. A considerable 
expansion in foreign trade can 
help serve the . same purpose, he 
said without interfering with the 
American economy. 

Views on Loan to Russia. 

As Ambassador at Moscow, Har- 
riman pointed out he had recom- 
mended that a loan be made to 
Soviet Russia, “on the basis of 
reaching an economic understend- 
ing with Russia parallel to that 
reached with Britain as a_ basis 
tor the British Wan. . But 
Russians didn’t. seem to care to 
discuss this niatter, and the ques- 
tion has made no progress.” 

Despite this, Harriman said he 
was in favor of expanding our 
trade. with Russia. The United 
States, he said, is in need of many 
Russian exports, such as lumber, 
pulp wood, chrome ore, bristles 
and furs, “but the question is 
whether Russia can get these 
things out.“ Russia, on her part, 
eo American machinery, he 
said.

ONE CENT AT MOST 
DAIRIES IN ST. LOUIS 


Milk prices in the St. Louis 
area dropped 1 cent a quart today 
at most of the dairies. Grade A 


milk was being sold at 19% cents 
a quart. 

Butter prices here are dropping 
steadily, according to a spokes- 
man for the Beatrice Creamery 
Co. He said that in the last eight 
days the price of butter at his 
company has dropped from 84 
ce to 72 cents a pound. He 
attributed the reduction to less 
demand for high priced butter 
and the accumulation of a stock- 
pile. Other major dairies are 
selling butter at 76 cents a 
pound. A reduction of 2 cents 
a pound was made Saturday. 

The Agriculture Department has 
forecast a decline in domestic 
2 for dairy products in 
1947 and that exports will be con- 
siderably under wartime levels. 

Milk production is expected to 
remain at or near the 1946 levels 
but the prices for dairy products 
are likely to decline more than 
8 from January to June 

The department said butter 
prices will respond to the ending 
of wartime demands and Govern- 
ment controls by the first seasonal 
price decline in five years. Cheese 
is expected to be more plentiful 
and prices lower than during the 
last half of 1946.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
The swearing in of Gen. George 
C. Marshall as Secretary of State 
was delayed until tomorrow 
when bad weather forced his 
plane to land at Chicago today 
on a flight from the West Coast to 
the capital. Marshall continued 
his trip by train, 

The ship put down at Chicag 
at 7:20 a.m. (St. Louis time), 
just two hours and 40 minutes 
before he was scheduled to take 
the oath in a White House cere- 
mony. The Army’s Air Transport 
Command headquarters reported 
there was “no possible chance” of 
Marshall completing the trip by 
air today. | 
Presidential Secretary Charles 
G. Ross, announcing the change 
in plans for the swearing-in cere- 
mony, said it would be held at 10 
a.m. (St. Louis time) tomorrow, 24 
hours after it was originally 
scheduled. . 

Marshall left Honolulu by plane 
Saturday and stopped yesterday 
at Burbank, Calif. He left Bur- 
bank last night. 

The General and his party, in- 
cluding Mrs. Marshall, went to a 
hotel, after arriving in Chicago. 

“We were flying east of St. 
Louis, when we ran into bad 
weather,” Marshall told reporters. 
“The weather was icing.” 

He did not explain why the 
plane flew on to Chicago,. instead 
of returning to St. Louis. It ear- 
lier had been reported over St. 
Louis, en route east. 

Marshall and his party left Chi- 
cago by train shortly before noon 
and were scheduled to reach 
Washington early tomorrow morn- 


ing.

ATLANTA, Jan. 20 (AP)—Herm 
man Talmadge, in a brief face-to- 
face encounter in the executive 
chambers, today refused to recog- 
nize Lt. Gov. M. E. Thompson as 
Acting Governor of Georgia, but 
renewed a promise to abide by a 
court decision in the controversy. 

Thompson then set up an Act- 
ing Governor's office in the suite 
of the floor above normally occu- 
pied by the President of the State 
Senate, 

Meanwhile there were these 
other developments in the dual 
control of the state’s government: 


1. Students of five Atlanta cal- 
leges and the University of Geor- 
gia at Athens, 70 miles away, 
Planned a march on the Capitol 
tomorrow to protest against Tal- 
madge's assumption of the execu- 
tive office. 


2. The State House of Repre- 
sentatives, by an 88 to 64 vote, de- 
cided to invite Talmadge to ad- 
dress a joint session of the Le 
lature tomorrow as Governor. 
Senate later adopted the resolu- 
tion, 29 to 20. Efforts te have 
Thompson's name added te the 
resolution failed. 

3. Attorney General Eugene 
Cook announced that he recog- 
nized Thompson as the Acting 
Governor and would substitute his 
name for that of Ellis Arnall in 
a court suit challenging Tak 
madge’s occupation of the Govers 
nor's office.

Statement by Judge Picard on 
Testimony. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
United States District Judge 
Frank Picard said today that. his 
“decisions have never at any time 
been influenced” by his pro-labor 
or pro-capital views. 

Picard, now a visiting judge 
sitting in the Southern District 
of New York District Court, made 
the comment when asked about 
testimony by an attorney at a 
Senate hearing to the effect that

Picard commented today: “Cer- 
tainly I am pro-labor,. but most 
certainly I am also pro-capital, 
and my decisions have never at 
any time been influenced by those 
feelings and I am certain my de- 
cisions speak for themselves.

Picard denied Attorney Theo- 
dore R. Iserman's testimony be- 
fore the Senate subcommittee 
that Picard twice suggested that 
the jury in the Chrysler case 
change its verdict in favor of the 
corporation, and, that it refused. 

Picard said: “That is not true. 
I sent it back to the jury to have 
them clarify their verdict.” 


RIGHT 70 APPEAL OPA 
EVICTION ORDER UPHELD 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that a tenant faced with OPA-ap- 
proved proceedings still may pro- 
test to OPA and challenge the 
eviction in the United States 
Emergency Court of Appeals. 

The 6-to-3 decision was written 
by Justice Black. Chief Justice 
Vinson and Justices Frankfurter 
and Burton dissented. 

The decision reversed rulings by 
the OPA and by the Emergency 
Court of Appeals itself. It was in 
a case brought by 15 New York 
tenants who were ordered to 
vacate their apartments by a 
group of new owners who bought 


individual apartments by forming 
a co-operative and purchasing 
shares of stock from two original 
owners. 

The regional OPA turned 
down the eviction requests, but 
later National OPA officials ap- 
proved them. The OPA then dis- 
missed a protest by the tenants. 
The tenants appealed to the Su- 
preme Court after the United 
States Emergency Court of Ap- 
peals agreed with the OPA. 

The ruling does not mean the 
tenants may not have to move. It 
means merely that the Emergency 
Appeals Court must consider their 
protest.

Vandenberg expressed the opin- 
ion that “there is no longer any 
partisan politics in the fixed and 
united American foreign policy.” 
He said, however, that he expects 
the newly-dominant Republicans in 
Congress to “ask more questions” 
on issues of economic co-operation. 

“We are bound to inquire of the 
world to what extent we are to 
be required to face state monop- 
olies abroad; in trading, for ex- 
ample,” he said, :

IN ANTARCTIC; 2 RESCUED

Dufek of Rockford, III, command- 
er of the eastern Antarctic task 
group, and his pilot, were rescued 
uninjured today from icy polar 
waters after their helicopter 
crashed into the sea, The plane 
was lost. 7 

R. Adm, Richard H. Cruzen 
gave no details of the rescue other 
than to say the pilot, whom he did 
not further identify, and Dufex, 
a passenger, escaped injury. Both 
men wore life preservers. 

Cruzen said the plane, its rotor 
blades coated with ice, dropped 
into the sea while attempting to 
land on the platform of the sea- 
plane tender Pine Island. The 
Plane was not equipped with 
floats. 

It was the eastern group’s sec- 
ond plane crash in three weeks. 
A PBM flying boat crashed three 
weeks ago, killing three of nine 
crew members, 


An accident also was reported 
in the central group, now at Bay 
of Whales near the Little Ameri- 
ca base, Jack E. Perkins of Pun- 
go, Va., broke an ankle while be- 
ing towed on skis behind a weasel, 
an amphibious tractor. He was 
en route to the Little America 
base with a large party. 

The group went to the base, 
established by another expedition 
in 1940, to give Navy photogra- 
phers a chance to make pictures 
and to afford scientists an oppor- 
tunity for further studies, 

The base was first visited by 
members of the present expedi- 
tion three days ago. Buildings are 
buried under several feet of snow. 

Submarine Gives Up. 

Meantime, Cruzen announced 
that the submarine Sennet will 
give up its attempt to cut through 
the ice pack encircling Little 
America and will start home 
about Feb. 1. 


The Sennet is now in the vicini- 
ty of Scott island, outside the 
pack. It was escorted there by 
the icebreaker Northwind after 
making a futile attempt to get 
through. 

„There's just too much ice,” 
Cruzen said. 

The Sennet is now making un- 
der water studies of temperatures, 
salinity and tnicroscopic life in the 
vicinity of Scott Island, Cruzen 
said it will make no under-ice 
tests because they are “not par- 
ticularly worthwhile in that neck 
of the woods.”

The 
tent town will be named “High 
Jump Base” and that is a suitable 
name, since it is like a pole vault 
from the low flat bay on to the 
glacier 120 feet high. 


When the Yancey tied up along- 
side the ice Saturday morning, 10 
men went ashore and moored the 
ship after chasing away the birds. 
A loudspeaker aboard ship di- 
rected the men ashore, who began 
assembling a snowplow, a weasel 
(power sled) and sleds. The tem- 
perature rose to 29 during the day. 
One of the crew on the ice worked 
in shirt sleeves. 

The expedition brought along 
two six-wheeled trucks and four 
jeeps equipped with oversize low- 
pressure tires, but it was found 
that their wheels merely dug 
down through the sandlike snow 
until it struck hard but hopelessly 
slippery ice. 

The granulated surface on which 
the crews are working is the 
South Pole’s noted—or notorious— 
“neve.” R. Adm, Richard E, Byrd 
has described it as “not snow and 
not ice—just neve.” 

The Mount Olympus and the 
cargo ship Merrick, just outside 
the bay, are waiting to enter be- 
hind the “Northwind, probably 
Monday. 

The ice-breaker Burton Island 
sailed Friday from San Diego 
Calif., to aid the expedition group 
on its departure trip next spring. 

Weather Delays Progress. 

Delays caused by bad weather 
and heavy ice already have put 
a crimp in the expedition’s plans. 
Arrival in the Bay of Whales had 
been scheduled for Jan. 5 but 15 
days were spent negotiating the 
icepack and ships of this group 
had to lie outside the bay since 
Wednesday. 

Officers belleved the six Doug- 
las transports aboard the carrier 
Philippine Sea can land on the 
airstrip without special prepara - 
tion except smoothing the ice. 

The Northwind presently is 
scheduled to leave here Jan. 20 to 
rendezvous with the Philippine Sea 
Jan. 25, but everything is uncer- 
tain. The icebreaker cannot go 
until it is certain that the three 
thin-hulled ships of this group— 
the Yancey, the cargo ship Mer- 
rick, and the flagship Mt. Olympus 
—are safe,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
Congress’ first formal effort at 
review of President Truman's $37,- 
500,000,000 budget wound up today 
with some Democrats crying “gag 
rule” at Republicans. 

Under the Congressional Reor- 
ganization Act, study of 
budget is a matter for a 102-mem- 
ber group composed of members 
of committees handling appropria- 
tions and taxation legislation. 


This group met and decided to 
turn the job over to a 20-member 
subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative Taber (Rep.), New York. 

Protesting vigorously, Senator 
O'Mahoney (Dem.), 
told reporters “the gag rule has 


been adopted at the beginning of te 


Congress.” 

He asserted members of the 
larger group would have no op- 
portunity to voice their views to 
Taber's committee. 

Republican’s Comment. 

Representative Keefe (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, commented: “O’Ma- 
honey is crazy as a bedbug if he 
Gays this is a gag rule.” 

Taber, who is chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
has promised to use a “sledge 
hammer and meat ax” on Tru- 
man's budget. 

O'Mahoney contended powers of 
a “closed corporation” were given 
the 20-man subcommittee and “the 

has been applied“ to others 
of the fun committee. 

A motion “to permit members 
of the four committees to appear 
at hearings of the subcommittee 
was made by Representatives Eb- 
erharter (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
and Hendricks (Dem.), Florida, 
and defeated by the Republican 
majority, O'Mahoney said. 

Then, O'Mahoney said, he moved 
that all committeemen be notified 
of every subcommittee meeting 
and the subjects to be taken up. 
This also was defeated, he said. 
O'Mahoney said: 

“As the situation now stands, 
the subcommittee has full author- 
ity. Although it must report to the 
full committee, it can do that 
when its labors have been com- 
pleted and there could be no effec- 
tive opportunity for other mem- 
bers to present their views or 
shape decisions. 

“We know it can easily become 
a closed corporation. 

“Inasmuch as a purpose of the 
act was to make a more effective 
Congress, we've got to decide now 
whether this Congress will be a 
popular institution or a Congress 
managed by a small group into 
whose hands power shall gravi- 
tate.” 

Byrd's Position on Budget. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
topped some Republican demands 
for cuts with an assertion that 
spending can be held to 32 billion 
dollars and all needed Government 
functions carried out, 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
reporters that “after a second 
look at the President's budget, I 
still feel we can reduce it by three 
te four billion dollars. 

Senator George of Georgia, 
Democratic tax manager of the 
Senate, said, “It will be difficult 
to reduce the budget by more 
than $2,500,000,000. 

“I do not believe we should at 
this time plan to cut taxes,” 
George said. “The important thing 


as to balance the budget and 


make a payment on the nation’s 
debt.” 

Taft, who is supporting the idea 
ef a 20 per cent cut in personal 
income taxes, said he believed 
Democratic arguments that the 
reduction would mean a 33,500, 
000,000 loss in revenue “are fala- 
cious.” He said tax cuts might 
actually stimulate business to 
guch an extent that revenue 
losses would be much lower than 


Question of Revenues. 

He said also it is possible that 
the President's budget message 
underestimated the revenues for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 
The President teld Congress that 
revenues are expected to be suf- 
ficient to balance the budget of 
37% billion dollars and have $200,- 
000,000 left over for payment on 
the national debt. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, another member, said 
the bill continuing excise taxes at 
their high, wartime rate indefi- 
nitely probably will not come to 
a vote in the House until next 
week. Unless Congress enacts it, 
the taxes on liquor, furs, transpor- 
tation, luggage and various other 
items will drop automatically 
July 1. 

Predicts Easy Sailing. 

George predicted this bill, rec- 
ommended by Truman to prevent 
a $1,200,000,000 annual loss in reve- 
nue, will sail easily through the 
Senate and House. 

Although recommending exten- 
sion of these taxes, Truman based 
his budget on the possibility they 
would not be continued. Thus, 
their extension would add $1,200,- 
000,000 to the $200,000,000 surplus 
of revenues over spending under 
his calculations. 

His budget, however, figured on 
no cut in income taxes, whereas 
Republican leaders are committed 
to make a cut.

The convention is 
being held at Hotel Statler. 
The association president report- 
ed on an economic survey made 
by the association last year. It 
revealed, he said, that “during the 
war more than 58 per cent of the 
17 billion dollars spent by the 
Federal Government for the con- 
struction of industrial facilities 
was expended in the mid-continent 
area.” 
In tracing the postwar disposi- 
tion of these facilities, he said the 
association found that “through 
August of last year, 259 of the 
war-bullt plants in the mid- 
continent area had been purchased 
outright from the Government 
an investment by private capital 
ot 3306, 703,000. An additional 69 
plants had deen taken over by 
private industry under lease. 
These plants represent an invest- 
ment of $618,000,000, in round fig- 
tures. Of all sales of Government- 
owned plants to the end of Au- 
gust, 57 per cent were in this area 
as well as 68 per cent of the leases 
to private business.” 

Rise in Employment. 

Besides taking over Government 
plants, Macleay said that private 
industry has expanded its own 
facilities in this area. “Industrial 
employment throughout the area 
greatly exceeds the total of 1940,” 
he said. He added that the sur- 
vey “indicates a definite march 
of permanent industrial progress 
away from the congested East out 
here to the nature resource store- 
house and food shop of America.” 

St. Louis postwar manufactur- 
ing employment was 76 per cent 
greater last year than in 1940, 
Macleay declared. 

A greatly expanded trade be- 
tween the Mississippi Valley re- 
gion and Latin America was seen 
by Mayor de Lesseps S. Morrison 
of New Orleans, here to talk to 
the convention, today. Mayor 
Morrison said New Orleans al- 
ready is,second only to New York 
as a port — in gross deadweight 
tonnage, and is growing. “While 
Europe and Asia are devastated 
by war,” said the 35-year-old 


to do business with us. and our 
trade can be a natural two-way 
proposition.” 

He told of efforts by New Or- 
leans to stimulate north - south 
trade. Mayor Morrison has made 
five goodwill trips to 13 Latin 
American countries in the last 
year.

Flood Control Work. 


Lt. Gen. R. A. Wheeler, chief of 
the Army Engineers, outlined 
some plans for flood control. Since 
the end of the war, he said, “Con- 
gress has appropriated about 
$320,000,000 for resuming work on 
the flood control program. These 
funds provide for work on 134 
projects. throughout the country. 
Of this number, construction is 
now underway on 86 projects, and 
the remaining 68 are scheduled to 
be started this spring or early 
summer.”

EX-CONVICT BEATS 


AND RODS WOMAN; 


Tells of Hiding in Tavern 
and Hitting Owner 
When She Denies Hav- 


ing Any Money. 


Mrs. Katherine Steele, 67 years 
old, is in City Hospital today 
with scalp wounds and a contusion 
of the jaw received early Sunday 
when she was beaten with a ham- 
mer and robbed in her tavern at 
3831 Olive street by a former con- 
vict, who hid in the place after 
closing hours. She occupies liv- 
ing quarters in the tavern, 

The former convict, Morton 8. 
Davidson, was captured after a 
brief chase and scuffle by acquain- 
tances of Mrs. Steele, to whom 
she called for help as the robber 
was leaving. Police found $186.95 
in his pockets, but were unable to 
find: an additional $600, which 
Mrs. Steele said she handed him 
wrapped in newspaper. 

Mrs. Steele told police she closed 
the tavern about midnight Satur- 
day and retired to her living quar- 
ters on a baicony. She was 
awakened shortly before 2 a.m. 
when Davidson flashed a light 
in her face and demanded money. 
She replied she-had no money, and 
Davidson struck her on the head 
with a claw hammer and hit her 
on the jaw with his fist, she said. 


Pleads With Assailant. 

Pleading with her assailant not 
to beat her, Mrs. Steele accom- 
panied him downstairs, where, she 
said, she gave him $600 wrapped 
in newspaper, which she obtained 
from a box in the rear room of 
the tavern. Returning to her liv- 
ing quarters, Davidson took about 
$200 form her purse, tied a stock- 
ing over her mouth and bound her 
arms with strips torn from a 
blanket and a sheet.

One of Primary Points. 

One of the major points in the 
appeal is the effect of a2 new 
provision in the 1945 Constitution, 
concerning organization of em- 
ployes and collective bargaining. 
The provision has not been con- 
strued by the courts. 

The provision,, Sec, 29 of Article 
1 (the bill of rights), is “that em- 
ployes shall have the right to 
organize and to bargain collec- 
tively through representatives of 
their own choosing.” 

Counsel for the police union de- 
clared the board rule against 
membership is in conflict with 
this provision. They contended 
the provision applies to employes 
of state and municipal govern- 
ments, and that the word “em- 
ployes” is broad enough to include 
St. Louis policemen, even though 
they are officers of the city and 
state, by law. 

State’s Argument. 

Attorney General Taylor as- 
serted this section was not ap- 
plicable because the state and its 
political subdivisions are not 
enumerated in the section. The 
St. Louis police force is estab- 
lished by state law and operates 
under state control. 

Taylor said it was a funda- 
mental rule of statutory and con- 
stitutional construction that un- 
less an act or constitutional pro- 
vision specifically mentions the 
state or its political subdivisions, 
the act or constitutional provision 
shall not be construed to include 
them. 

“Particularly is this true,” 
Taylor said, “when to do so would 
affect the sovereign rights or the 
state, or affect its capacity to 
perform State functions.” 

In this connection he said police 
officers were especially designated 
as officiers of the state as well as 
officers of the city. The constitu- 
tional provision did not apply to 
the St. Louis policemen, he said, 
because “by its very terms it ap- 
plies only to employes.”

JOHN R. STEELMAN’S BROTHER 
KILLED IN HUNTING ACCIDENT 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Jan. 20 
(AP)—W. Frank Steelman, broth- 
er of Reconversion Director John

Amerigo Dumini Accused 
of Matteoti Murder in 
Italy — Mystery Docu- 
ment Plays Part. 


Amerigo Dumini, St. Louis-born 
trigger man for the late Fascist 
Dictator Benito Mussolini, is to go 
to trial in Rome Wednesday, with 
three other men, for the murder 
of Socialist Deputy Gicaomo Mat- 


teoti in 1924. 

Rome newspapers yesterday said 
that a “mysterious political test a- 
ment” written by Dumini would be 
introduced as evidence in the trial. 
The document, containing Du- 
mini's account of the Matteoti 
murder, formerly held by Martin 
Arnold, a lawyer in San Antonio, 
Tex., Was said to have been fur- 
nished to the Italian prosecuting 
authorities, either in the original 
or a photographic copy, by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
in Washington. 


Dumini, whose death was re- 
ported at various times in recent 
years, sent to Attorney Arnold, in 
1942, the document supposed to 
be his confession of his part in 
the Matteoti murder, and to show 
the responsibility of Mussolini for 
the crime. 

Purpose of Document. 


The papers were placed in a 
safe deposit box by the lawyer 
who said he received a $1000 fee 
for acting as their custodian. 
Dumini’s purpose was to hold the 
document over Mussolini’s head, 
to protect Dumini's life. 

Attorney Arnold said in 1943 
that in obedience to a court order, 
he- had permitted FBI agents to 
examine the Dumini papers, which 
remained in his custody. He said 
he had not read the papers, which 
were in Italian, as he was not 
versed in that language, though 
he had traveled in Italy. 

Dumini was born at 2818 Frank- 
lin avenue, St. Louis, in 1894, the 
son of an Italian father, Adolphe 
Dumini, a portrait painter, and 
an English mother. Amerigo, in 
boyhood, accompanied his father 
on the latter’s return to Italy. He 
became a gangster, and served 
the Fascists in the days when 
they were attaining power by vio- 
lence. 

Killing of Matteoti. 

Matteoti, chief opponent of Mus- 
solini in the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies, was murdered and be- 
headed in 1924, and this crime, 
which the public generally attrib- 
-uted to Mussolini, caused an up- 
heaval which threatened the 
Duce's power. Under heavy pres- 
sure, Mussolini caused the arrest 
of Dumini and others, and Du- 
mini was sent to prison, only to 
be released when the threat of re- 
taliation had died down. 

Dumini, at liberty, made himself 
a nuisance by his boastful talk in 
the cafes of Rome, and Mussolini 
caused him to be exiled to Derna, 
in the African province of Cyren- 
jaca. When the British took Der- 
na, Dumini remained behind, pre- 
ferring to fall into Allied hands 
rather than to face his enemies in 
Italy. 

At the time of his trial in Italy, 
Dumini admitted committing as- 
sault on Matteoti, saying he had 
intended only to give the anti- 
Fascist deputy a beating; but that 
Matteoti, having a weak constitu- 
tion, died from his blows. He did 
not account for the severing of 
the head, whith was found at a 
distance from the body.

“T believe all aboard were 
drowned.” Freris, the master of 
the ship and the first and second 
mates were the last to leave the 
sinking ship. They wore lifebelts. 

We swam for several hours be- 
fore we managed to get a hold on 
some barrels,” Freris said. “This 
helped save our lives. Later we 
were picked up by a caique (a row- 
boat). There were about 30 sur- 
vivors on the caique, which was 
heavily loaded.” 


Five ships were dispatched to 
the scene when news of the dis- 
aster reached the Marine Ministry.

Already, millions of American 
families are unable to buy the things which, 
in normal times, make up their standard of 
living. In the short view, we can see infla- 
tion. In the long view, there is danger of 
depression. 


“The period since V-] day has been an un- 
happy and costly period of reconversion to 
peacetime production.

“Because they must build up depleted cash 
reserves or because they are still losing money, 
many businesses may not be able to follow 
suit. But we hope that our suppliers, our em- 
ployes, and our other economic partners will 
back, each to his own ability, our attempt to 
return to the economic pattern which has 
helped to make America great—the principle 
that higher wages and a higher standard of 
living for all depend upon lower costs and 
lower prices through increasingly efficient 
large-scale production. 


“We hope,as we move forward, that we will 
be able to reduce prices further, and that we 
will not be forced to raise them again to com- 
pensate for cost increases.”

1. Thirty million dollars for 
creating “pilot cancer centers” 
at St. Louis and on the West 
Coast, to extend cancer research 
and facilities regionally, and 
for expanding existing cancer 
facilities in the East and other 
regions, He estimated $5,000,000 
as the cost for each of the two 
new regional centers and 320, 
000,000 for expansion. 

2, Open a campaign for the 
mobilization of cancer experts 
and other personnel. Scientists, 
he said, should not be “expected 
to labor merely for the love of 
it” but should‘ be “paid high 
salaries all along the line.” 

3. Sixty million dollars as 
long-term grants for cancer re- 
search. “Obviously the largest 
item in the expenditure should 
be in the nature of sustaining 
grants for salaries, annuity 
payments and operating ex- 
penses,” Dr. Cowdry wrote. 
“These should be made to non- 
profit institutions of recognized 
standing. 

4. Twelve million dollars for 
building and operating an instiu- 
tute that would produce the 
supplies and special equipment 
the project might need. 

5. Four million dollars for 
setting up research panels. Dr. 
Cowdry estimated it might cost 
$200,000 a year for 20 years to 
pay the expenses of such panels. 
Panels would be set up on a 
regional basis and would consist 
of leading cancer specialists, 
each panel studying a different 
type of cancer. : 

6. Three million dollars for 
promoting international co- 
operation in cancer research, 
Dr. Cowdry said the adminis- 
tration of the plan should be 
under the United States Public 
Health Service, the national Can- 
cer Institute and the National 
Advisory Cancer Council. 

While the total exceeds $100,- 
000,000, Dr. Cowdry noted that the 
program contemplates work over 
a 20-year program, and that the 
base gum would be needed for the 
first five years.

NEGRO NATIONAL GUARD UNIT 
PROPOSED FOR ST, LOUIS 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 20 
(AP)—Gov. Phil. M. Donnelly has 
the recommendation of the Mis- 
souri Military Council today that 
several units of Negro troops be 
recruited for the National Guard. 
Donnelly, as commander-in-chief 
of Missouri’s military forces, will 
make the final decision, Adjutant 
Gen, John A. Harris reported, He 
said a brief telephone conversation 
with the Governor indicated he 
would favor the move.

Say Reactors for Research Would Have Little 
Military Value — Baruch Plan Criticized 
as Maintaining American Monopoly, at 
Least in First Stages.

Two members of the council, the 
foreword added, “have felt unable 
to support the whole of the memo- 
randum.”

As for military control of atomic 
knowledge, the association said: 

“We are impressed with the 
strength of the case made in the 
(David E.) Lilienthal report for 
giving to ADA (Atomic Develop- 
ment Authority) positive responsi- 
bility for production and owner- 
ship (of atomic plants).” 


On Veto Issue. 


The council said it was unfor- 
tunate that the question of United 
Nations veto powers “reached such 
prominence” so early in the dis- 
cussion of schemes for atamic 
energy control, “before other fea- 
tures of the plans had been ade- 
quately considered.” 


The scientists said they saw the 
need of an atomic development 
authority free to conduct its own 
day-to-day management, but 
added: 

“The line between administra- 
tive problems which are the prov- 
ince of the ADA and policy prob- 
lems to be settled by the Security 
Council is, of course, difficult to 
draw, There remain borderline 
cases in which the question of pro- 
cedure will have to be settled by 
the Security Council, or possibly 
by the General Assembly of the 
U.N.” 

The report said “it is an impor- 
tant feature of the Baruch plan 
that all ‘dangerous production 
facilities,’ ie. all those that are 
easily adapted to the production 
of military weapons, should be 
owned by ADA.” 

“The positive functions of ADA,” 
the report declared, “will be fur- 
ther strengthened if it is accepted 
that ADA should itself undertake 
research on all problems of 
atomic energy. 

“The existence of ADA research 
organizations need not exclude 
national research, provided the 
latter is carried out openly and 
its results made available to ADA. 

“We do not believe that it is 
necessary to class research on 
atomic explosives as a dangerous 
activity: the danger does not come 
from research as such, but from 
the application of the results. The 
knowledge of the possibilities of 
atomic weapons is essential to 
make effective plans for prevent- 
ing their illicit manufacture or 
use.” 


Dulles Attacked 


For His ‘Slander’ of Russia

MOSCOW, Jan. 20 (AP)—Prav- 
da, Communist party newspaper, 
yesterday accused John Foster 
Dulles of using “cheap, slanderous 
phrases hostile to the Soviet Un- 
jon” in a New York speech. 

G. A. Viktorov, Pravda com- 
mentator, said that Dulles—a 
member of the American delega- 
tion to the United Nations and 
foreign affairs adviser to Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey in the 1044 
presidential campaign-—employed 
such phrases as “Soviet expansion” 
and “territorial | seizures.” 

“This speech,” Viktorov contin- 
ued, “will not surprise those who 
know this is the same Dulles who 
was closely connected with the 
German king firm of 
Schroeder. In 1939 Dulles enthusi- 
astically greeted Fascist regimes 
in Germany, Italy and Japan. 

“The question arises, what 
prompted Dulles to disdain ele- 
mentary decency to give vent toa 
wrathful speech against the 
USS.R.? The orator himself 
gave the answer. He was forced 
to acknowledge that the Soviet 
delegation at the General Assem- 
bly convinced the majority of the 
necessity of general arms reduc- 
tion and that ‘the United States 
should disarm in the interest of 
international peace.’ 

“The chief cause of Dulles's 
wrath is that the General Assem- 
bly unanimously advocated a gen- 
e arms reduction regulation. 
Apparently such a course of 
events does not correspond to the 
plans of Dulles and those monop- 
olist circles whose interests he 
represents.”

Removal of barriers to rapid 
legislation is particularly urgent 
now, it declared, to prevent a 
stalemate resulting from a Repub- 
lican Congress and a Democratic 
administration. 

Of “vital necessity,” said the 
report, is the creation of a ma- 
jority policy committee in each 
house made up of the Republican 


committee, and a minority com- 
mittee made up of the ranking 
Democrats on the same commit- 
tees. 
“The present steering commit- 
tee system is not strong enough 
to assure productive co-operation 
between the 
Democratic leaders, 
how enn they may be,“ 
the report said. It suggested that 
a prime task of the proposed 
bodies should be to determine pol- 
icy on taxation, — 
ae the national debt. 

ritten by Robert Heller. 
The report was written by Rob- 
ert Heller of Cleveland, industrial 
engineer, who drafted the associa- 
tion’s 1945 recommendations for 
congressional streamlining. Many 
of the earlier proposals were em- 
bodied in the reorganization act. 
The association is a private, 
non-profit planning organization 
having representation from labor, 
business and agriculture. 
The report applauded the 
changes made so far as no small 
achievement,” particularly the re- 
duction of the number of Senate 
committees from 33 to 15 and 
House committees from 48 to 19.

Legislative Stalemate. 
“The primary danger in the next 
two years is that of legislative in- 
activity resulting from a Demo- 
cratic presidency and a Republican 
Congress,” the association said. “It 
therefore becomes imperative that 
any obstructions to the enactment 
of legislation by majority vote be 
removed. 
“It is noteworthy that the fili- 
buster or threat of filibuster has 
been used in recent years almost 
entirely for the obstruction of leg- 
islation generally regarded as de- 
sirable and progressive.” 
Heller criticized the seniority 
system of picking committee 
chairmen and suggested that some 
means of choosing chairmen for 
their ability be worked out 
“within the congressional family.” 
Desirable Measures. 

He listed these as “extremely 
desirable” measures: 

1. Self - government for the 
District of Columbia, to “reduce 
the workload of a Congress still 
burdened with time-consuming 
details.” 

2. More help for Congressmen 
and establishment of an Office 
of Congressional Personnel to 
modernize staff operations. 

“Less pressing but still desira- 
ble” are several recomemndations 
made in the 1945 réport, Heller 
said, including: - 

1. Greater use of “provisional 
legislation,” which empowers the 
President to propose actions 
some time in. advance of their 
effective date, with Congress 
retaining the right to veto them. 

2. Question periods,” in

3. Formal inquiries into basic 
national affairs — such as the 
study of labor-management rela- 
tions asked for by .

1,750,000 IN BRAZIL

FAILING TO VOTE 


$5 to $15 Penalties Provided 
by Law Making Balloting. 
Obligatory. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 20 
(AP)—Chief Justice Jose Linhares 
announced today that some 1,750,- 
000 qualified voters who stayed 


away from the state and city 
elections in Brazil yesterday would 
be fined $5 to $15 under the law 
which. makes balloting obligatory. 

Tabulations were a begin at 
noon in the election which in 
effect tested the strength of the 
Communist party, larger and more 
aggressive in Brazil than in any 
other American country. Each of 
the 20 states selected a governor 
and a third Senator and the Rio 
de Janeiro federal district chose 
50 alderman and a Senator. 

Early estimates indicated that 
only 5,250,000 of the eligible 7,000,- 
000 voted. The Communists were 
bidding for 1,000,000 votes and 20 
of the Rio de Janeiro aldermanic 
seats. President Eurico Gaspar 
Dutra appealed to voters earlier 
this month to vote against the 
Communist party, whose legality 


is under challenge from the chief 
of federal police. 

Contesting the Communist’s bid 
for power was former President 
Getulio Vargas, whose Labor party 
backed Hugo Borghi for Governor 
of Sao Paulo. Borghi ran against 
Ademar Barros, who accepted 
Communist support. 


The voting was reported gener- 
ally orderly. Two persons were 
killed in the Amazon river town 
of Obidos and police broke up 
quarrels in the states of Paraiba 
and Minas Gerais.

Differences in Findings. 

This finding, Federal Reserve 
officials told questioners, does not 
necessarily conflict with the refer- 
ence to the “concéntration of pow- 
er in the hands of a small number 
of giant organizations,” by Presi- 
dent Truman in his state of the 
union message to Congress. 

Declaring that the concentration 
had been accelerated by the war, 
Truman called for a more vigorous 
anti-monopoly policy and for larg- 
er appropriations to the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Justice 
Department’s anti-trust division. 

The Koch-Stockwell report, Fed- 
eral Reserve officials noted, is 
limited to financial matters. It 
does not attempt to measure the 
extent to which big corporations 
have absorbed small ones, nor the 
extent to which big business might 
have increased its dominance by 
acquisition of surplus Government 
plants and equipment.

It 
was then that talk of a 1947 re- 
cession gained headway. As an ex- 
ample, in June this column fore- 
cast that Christmas 1946 would 
mark the retail sales top for some 
time to come. 


More for Your Dollar. 


Now along comes Henry Ford 
II with the dramatic announce- 
ment of a $15 to $50 cut in the 
price of Ford cars. It's a reassur- 
ance that competition still plays 
its part in the economy. Ford un- 
doubtedly wanted to steal a march 
on General Motors, Chrysler, and 
other rivals in the postwar rush 
for public favor. He also probably 
wanted to dampen union demands 
for wage increases, 


But perhaps there was an- 
other and more subtle factor. 
Perhaps Ford feared that auto- 
mobile companies were pricing 
cars out of the reach of lower- 
income customers and that these 
customers, seeing prices so high, 
were perhaps turning to other 
products — refrigerators, or 
stoves, or washing machines. So 
to hold his market, to be sure 
that the Fords continue to roll 
by, Ford takes the precaution- 
ary action of saying to on-the- 
fence buyers, “Look, we're going 
to give you more value for your 
dollar.“ And he says that in the 
face of orders for 1,000,000 cars 
on his books! 


Thus automobiles have now 
joined furs, jewelry and foods in 
price come-downs. True, the cut 
in autos is not major, The post- 
war car is still 30 to 50 per cent 
higher than prewar. Yet the Ford 
action is significant in this sense: 
it puts a crimp in the theory that 
prices of “hard goods” would hold 
up in the face of drops in “soft 
goods.” Historically, that never 
has happened for long. Usually, 
commodities move together. If 
farm prices start falling, sooner 
or later the weakness spreads to 
other products, to the metals, say, 
which in recent weeks have been 
reaching for the sky. Copper, up 
from 12 to 19% cents in seven 
months, is an outstanding ex- 
ample, 

Horns Pulled In. 


Ford is not alone. Nor by any 
means the first. Department 
stores for months have been get- 
ting ready for the buyers’ market 
and possible price declines, Back 
in July, department store orders 


for goods amounted to nearly 81. 
100,000,000; in November such 
commitments had been pulled 
down to $690,000,000. This con- 
trasts decisively with what hap- 
pened in 1942, 1943, 1944 and 1945 
when stores replaced their orders 
as fast as manufacturers could 
fill them. 


The implication is that estab- 
lished stores this time are not 
overcommitted and overstocked 
and hence may avold the dras- 
tio readjustments of 1920-21 
when inventory losses were 
heavy, when orders were can- 
celed right and left, when bank 
loans were called, and when 
bankruptcy petitions kept law- 
yers busy. And as a corollary, 
manufacturers and wholesalers 
won't find the bottom—the or- 
ders— dropping right out of their 
future. 


Yet it doesn’t follow that the 
United States is recession-proof. 
On the contrary. In the last six 
years, prices have been going 
steadily up. And in the last year, 
the advance has accelerated un- 
evenly; as if in the topping off 
phase of a boom. This shows up 
in the 2'4 per cent per month ad- 
vance in commodity prices the last 
year, the 40 per cent increase in 
business loans, the sharpest one- 
year rise on record, and the* 25 
per cent jump in inventories. At 
the same time consumer credit has 
gone up 45 per cent. Yet install- 
ment sales credit has only just 
begun to rise rapidly. 


Whatever Goes Up. 


Whenever the economy jumps 
forward like that, some inven- 
tories go too high relative to other 
inventories; farm prices push out 
of line with industrial prices, and, 
in turn, industrial prices in go- 
ing up, get out of line with one 
another. Banks get overextended 
in some types of loans and begin 
to cut down. And it’s those mal- 
adjustments that ultimately force 
readjustment—that is, a decline 
in prices, production and employ- 
ment. 


It’s significant that the whole- 
sale price rise this time, 76 per 
cent since September, 1939, is only 
about half the 148 per cent ad- 
vance from August, 1914 through 
April, 1921—the top. And it seems 
reasonable to presume that the 
early talk of a recession—aided

A Rent Control Dodge 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Why people elect men like Cole and 
Ploeser to represent them in Congress 
is something I'll never be able to under- 
stand. On every issue they vote against 
the interests of the people. 

Their latest attempt to place rent con- 
trol under state or local government is 
lobbying for real estate interests. 


There is considerable talk by well-or 


ganized and vociferous landlord groups 
about the injustices they suffer under 
OPA rent control. But the simple truth 
is landlords today do not have vacant 
property on their hands. They can rent 
the most run-down house or apartment 
now 12 months out of the year. They 
do not have to make repairs or improve- 
ments to keep tenants because their 
tenants have no other place to move to. 
Landord’s frantic attempts to scrap 
rent control are nothing more than an 
effort to legalize large-scale profiteering 
at the expense of millions of already 
hard-pressed tenants during the acute 
housing shortage. J. C. R. 


A Tax Reduction Formula 


Congress seems determined to reduce income 
taxes in spite of the great need and golden 
chance to reduce the national debt instead. 
Hence it is time to find a better formula than 
the two undesirable ones that are now contest- 
ing for favor. 

1. Representative Knutson contends that his 
uniform 20 per cent reduction would probably 
produce more revenue than the existing rates 
because the lower tax would act as a production 
and investment incentive. However, business is 
already running near the peak, so the bill would 
inevitably curtail revenues sharply. 

His formula would leave the family with 
$5000 gross income paying 9.81 times its 1939 
tax and the $100,000 family paying only 1.56 
times its 1939 tax. Thus, it would shift burdens 
from larger to smaller taxpayers. 

2. There are also flaws in the counter-proposal 


to “help the little fellow” by increasing per- 


sonal exemptions sharply—such as Representa- 
tive Engel’s plan to double them, Doing so would 
take great numbers of taxpayers off the rolls. 
It is much better to leave them on and let them 
feel the direct stake they have in their govern- 
ment and its policies. 

Exemptions could be increased very little 
without cutting even deeper than the Knutson 
formula into government revenue, Incomes are 
concentrated toward the lower end of the scale. 
No matter how hard the rich are soaked, the 


greater part of the total levy must come from 


the lower parts of the income pyramid. 

3. If Congress insists on reducing taxes, it 
can be done simply, fairly and without elimi- 
nating taxpayers. It can be done by reducing 
the rate a uniform number of percentage points 
in each bracket. If the rate were lowered four 
points, for example, the first $2000 of taxable 
income would pay 16 per cent instead of the 
present 20, and the over-$200, 000 bracket 87 in- 
stead of 91. 

Tax reductions for 1947, first under the Knut- 
son flat-20 per cent bill and second under the 
four-points-per-bracket formula, would be as fol- 
lows:

Under the Knutson bill, the $200,000 man would 
get 392 times as much reduction in dollars as the 
$2000 man—which is unfair to the smaller tax- 
payer. But under the Engel formula or any other 
uniform rule to increase personal exemptions, 
the $200.000 man would receive only 4% times 
as much reduction as the $2000 man—which is 
unfair to the larger taxpayer. 

In contrast with both inequitable schemes, re- 
ducing the bracket rates by any uniform number 
of points would give the $200,000 man precisely 
100 times as much reduction as the $2000 man. 
That is in exact proportion to their incomes. It 
is fair to both. It is the surest way to reduce 
without shifting taxes either from larger to 
smaller taxpayers or from smaller to larger— 
that is, without wrecking the carefully balanced 
existing distribution of the burden. 

The Knutson bill swings far to the right, favor- 
ing large incomes and breaching the ability-to- 
pay principle. The Engel plan swings far to 
the left, unduly favoring small taxpayers and 
penalizing large ones. Congress, we trust, will 
shun both extremes and follow the straight, fair 
and safe road which lies between them. 
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A Dangerous Breach 


The Army, the Air Force, the Navy and 
the State Department indulged in excessive 
mutual reticence, shall we say,:at a time 
when split second information and the most 
complete lateral exchange of intelligence 
Was necessary.

The Central Intelligence Group is a straw 
man set up to do a real man’s job. The security

Needed: Another Statement 

Joseph A. McClain Jr. made some good points 
in his statement Saturday accepting chairman- 
ship of the committee to campaign for a $10,- 
000,000 bond issue and an increase in the tax 
rate for the St. Louis city schools. He said: 

We cannot have successful planning for 
the modern city of tomorrow without includ- 
ing modern schools in the picture. ... Nor 
can we as homeowners expect that our prop- 
erties will retain their values if neighbor- 

' hoods are allowed to decline because of the 
decadence of school properties. 

The three great essentials to stabilize property 
values in St. Louis and to provide a sound base 
for city taxes are (1) smoke elimination, (2) a 
sound zoning code soundly administered, and (3) 
good schools. The lack of these three things 
played havoc with property values in the 308. 

An outstanding job has been done on smoke 
control. The City Plan Commission has just 
brought forward a master planning code which 
should be the basis for sound zoning laws. And 
progress is being made in the schools. 

In one respect, however, Mr, McClain’s state- 
ment will stand amendment. Modern school prop- 
erties are important to residential values, but 
the main consideration is not the modernity of 
the buildings but the job they do in imparting 
knowledge and building character and personal- 
ity. 

This is not as good as it should be, as was 
shown by the survey of the Columbia University 
authorities here in 1939. Drs, Strayer and Engel- 
hardt found, for example, that the quality of the 
teaching staff in the Negro elementary schools 
was measurably better than that in the white 
elementary schools. 

Why? The Negro teachers at that time were 
chosen, for the most part, from the best appli- 
cants for the jobs, without monopolistic restric- 
tions as to where they trained. But the white 
elementary teachers were chosen then—as they 
are now and as they have been for more than 
30 years—only from graduates of the city-sup- 
ported Harris Teachers’ College. 

The result is that the white elementary schools 
are ingrown, inbred, lacking in freshness, diver- 
sity and vigor. Supt. Hickey and the Board of 
Education are making overtures toward doing 
away with the Harris monopoly, and also the 
ban on the employment of married women teach- 
ers, but they are moving slowly. 

These are not the only shortcomings on the 
instructional side. St. Louis would like to hear 
what Supt. Hickey and the Board of Education 
are planning to do to improve the schools be- 
yond renovating the physical properties. 
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C Ratings for Country Clubs 
The cleanup of restaurants and other eating 
places in adjacent St. Louis County communities 
is moving ahead with commendable dispatch. Two 
weeks ago Clayton rigorously graded 33 estab- 
lishments, found 16 unsatisfactory, so posted them 
and gave their proprietors one month to comply. 
Now Ladue is applying its model ordinance. 
Among Ladue kitchens rated as C, which means 
falling below public health standards, are those 
of the St. Louis Country Club, the Bogey Club 
and the Log Cabin Club, These ratings follow 
monthly inspections since Jan. 1, 1946; each 
club has been advised repeatedly as to deficien- 
cies, People who attend country clubs, no less 
than those who patronize the shining white ham- 
burger stands, are entitled to eat food sanitarily 
prepared. 


Social Security Amendments 

Missouri needs two social security amendments 
which came up in the weekend news. 

The Federal Social Security Administration re- 
newed its suggestion that the states provide more 
liberal unemployment benefits and reach out to 
cover additional classes of workers. Missouri 
now pays, as a maximum, only $20 a week for 
20 weeks. It is obviously not enough in this 
period of high prices. Now that the principle is 
overwhelmingly accepted among the people, there 
can be no valid reason for continuing to leave 
many employes outside its protection 

The Legislature will be asked again to straight- 
en out the property requirement for old-age pen- 
sions, Under present law, individuals with prop- 
erty worth more than $2500 and couples worth 
more than $3000 are ineligible. It works serious 
hardship on a number of old people who have 
nothing but their homes. As Curtis A. Betts 
writes, “They can't eat their houses.“ It is pro- 
posed, therefore, to require pensioners to give 
the State a first lien on their property at death. 
That would take care of deserving cases. Fur- 
thermore, experience in other states argues that 
it would eliminate many of the undeserving from 
the rolls. Such a law, unlike the present one, 
would make able relatives support their old peo- 
ple rather than lose the chance to inherit from 
them. 

Both matters lie entirely within the province 
of the State Government, its up to the Legis- 
lature. 
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Economy in a Defense Union 
There is no question but that a proper integra- 
tion of our armed forees will result in economies

PRIVATE ANGELO, by Eric Linklater, (The Macmillan 

Co., New York) 

There is a rough but pleasing similarity 
between the witty Linklater’s “Private An- 
gelo“ and the sardonic Voltaire’s “Candide.” 
Just as the unfortunate wanderings and 
disastrous adventures of the medieval Can- 
dide revealed such a “horrible amount of 
evil in the world” that he almost renounced 
optimism, so do the journeys and joltings 
of Private Angelo in World War II almost 
bludgeon him permanently blue. 

Angelo was the kind of soldier of which 
Italy had so many that it could only take 
the measure of the Ethiopians. He joyfully 
deserts when Italy surrenders, but soon 
finds himself drafted into the German 
army. Finally escaping, minus considerable 
skin, Angelo is picked up by British troops 
who find his rendition of operatic numbers 
so charming that they can’t get along with- 
out him, In addition to his martial mis- 
adventures, Angelo finds his love life in a 
distressing but at times pleasant snafu. 
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As his philosophic master, Count Piccolo- 
grando, remarks: “To be in love is to 
suffer a perpetual torment for the sake of 
relieving it, from time to time, with a dab 
of delicious ointment. It is a ridiculous 
state of affairs, and the only cure for it 
is to grow old. But you have to grow very 
old.” 

Angelo also is a bit of a philosopher. As 
he sees American GIs send prices sky high 
with their wads of money, he asks if it 
might not be easier just to let them loot. 
As the physical ruin of his land progresses 
during the German retreat, he comments, 
“We are very grateful to you for coming 
to liberate us, but I hope you will not find 
it necessary to liberate us out of existence.” 

In fact, the book is full of philosophers, 
“We're 
in something of a muddle, and that is just 
what you would expect if you knew us 
better. We have been in a muddle for so 
long that most of us now regard it as our 
normal environment. And probably it is.”

Small business is a phrase to 
conjure with. It invokes the hopes 
and fears of small industrialists 
and businessmen who are feeling 
the pinch of big-business compe- 
tition.

Thurman Arnold’s last 
act before he resigned as head of 
the Anti-Trust Division of the 
Department of Justice was to ask 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
make a newsprint investigation. 

The Commission’s report 
charged firms in the United States 
and Canada with fixing a uniform 
price throughout the country. 
Decisions by the combine, accord- 
ing to the Trade Commission re- 
port, were taken in Canada in 
order to escape the penalties of 
the anti-trust laws in this country. 

Shortly before the small-busi- 
ness committee's hearings into the 
newspaper business were to start, 
the Republicans ordered a halt. 
They pointed out that there was 
some doubt whether the commit- 
tee would be continued. Later, 
Senator Kenneth S. Wherry of Ne- 
braska, the Republican who would

An agreement had 
been worked out with the For- 
estry Service which was accept- 
able to the Department of Agri- 
culture. There has always been 
conflict betweer Interior and Ag-. 
riculture, and the agreement 
smoothed the way for co-opera- 
tion. 


Hail or Farewell? 


The plan contemplated not 
merely wood-pulp production in 
Alaska but the possibility that 
newsprint as well would be manu- 
factured there. Two large private 
corporations had shown definite 
interest in constructing wood-pulp 
plants to use the power produced 
under Krug’s proposed Alaska au- 
thority.

the Soviet Union by the Germans, The Nazis systematically went 


about their work of making the 


areas they abandoned unliveable. 


In parts of southern Russia, the Ukraine and White Russia they did. 


“Not only is there no industry 
or machinery or tools left in vast 
areas but in some regions there 
is no housing at all. In parts of 
White Russia, thousands of poor 
people are living in primitive, im- 
provised shelters. In some Soviet 
cities the level of food available 
has temporarily dropped to 800 
calories a day—hardly more than 
half of that of “starving Vienna.” 

“More than at any time since 
the Bolsheviks took over, they 
need aid from abroad and they 
need maximum man-power. For 
this reason, they are: (al con- 
centrating on getting every single 
scrap of available “reparations” 
from the countries they occupy; 
(b) angling for American assist- 
ance by showing how sweetly 
reasonable they can be, and (c) 
withdrawing their gigantic armies 
from occupied countries in order 
to put the men to work. 


“Made in Russia.” 


“Within Russia the new five- 
year plan is meeting horrible dif- 
“iculties, because there is so little 
left to start with. Hence the re- 
peated purges. Moreover, Soviet 
soldiers are returning from abroad 
with open eyes and a disruptive 
spirit of independence. Former 
Soviet marshals have been de- 
prived of their commands and 
cannot get civilian jobs where 
they might influence people. The 
infamous NKVD has been divided 
into two organizations so that 
each should watch the other. 


“In a pathetic effort to satisfy 
the soldiers’ demand for consumer 
goods, the Government has re- 
cently opened a ‘watch factory.’ 
What this “actory’ really does is 
to put new dials on the Swiss 
watches confiscated from return- 
ing Red Army men. The Govern- 
ment then sells them as ‘made in 
Russia.’ 

“The morale of the Soviet 
Armies abroad, with the exception 
of that in Bulgaria, is frankly 
bad. Soviet soldiers go AWOL 
into other occupied zones. They 
fraternize with Russian-speaking 
foreigners and grouse about home 
conditions to them. 


Tito and Cleopatra. 


“Within a reasonably short time, 
the Red Armies should be com- 
pletely out of Bulgaria, Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Austria. 
Therefore they are seeking fev- 
erishly to consolidate in these 
areas before they leave Com- 
munist-dominated “riendly’ gov- 
ernments that can stand by them- 
selves. This explains the recent 
wave of terror in Bulgaria and 
the present terror in Hungary. 
Whether, without direct Soviet 
support, such regimes can stand 


in any of these countries is any- 
body’s guess. 

“In Belgrade, handsome Marshal 
Tito has found a new Cleopatra 
in the person of Olga Ninchitch, 
daughter of a former bourgeois 
Foreign Minister. Tito lives in 
great state in the Royal Palace 
and leaves governing mostly to 
Secret Police Chief Rankovitch 
and to Mosha Pijade. 


“The overshadowing fact in each 
and every country where the Red 
Army has been—excepting Czech- 
oslovakia — is hatred of Moscow 
and of the Moscow-made regime. 


Need of Reparations. 


“The Red Army will not pull out 
of Poland or relax its hold on 
Czechoslovakia—deemed necessary 
for defense against Germany. 
“To sum up the situation—the 
Soviet Union has emerged from 
its victorious struggle strong in 
appearance, triumphant in spirit 
but terribly weakened in fact.” 

So far the report from the re- 
turning American expert, 
Conclusion: For the first time, 
the Western powers are going into 
negotiations with the Soviet Union 
—over Germany and Austria— 
holding the high cards. We no 
longer have to buy Russia to 
“stay in the war” (as we did in 
Eastern Europe) or to “enter the 
war” (as we did in the Far East). 
This time the Soviets are on the 
asking end, They want what only 
we can give—maximum repara- 
tions, maximum assistance in the 
way of credits and: merchandize, 
maximum tranquility in all areas 
capable of contributing to Soviet 
reconstruction. 


Yankee Traders. 


This time, the democracies need 
nothing from Russia. They should 
be able to obtain a great deal in 
exchange for positive contribu- 
tions toward Soviet reconstruction. 
They might, for instance, aim at 
obtaining guarantees of a non- 
Communist Gerany, a truly inde- 
pendent Austria, a truly independ- 
ent, non-Communist Korea, a non- 
Communist China and no armed 
interference in the Balkans. 

If our representatives are in no 
hurry and realize that the Soviets, 
need for a German and an Aus- 
trian treaty is far greater than 
ours, they should be able to drive 
with the Russians the kind of 
bargain Stalin drove with us at 
Tehran and Yalta—pretty much 
on a take-it-or-leave-it basis. 

For alone in the world, we have 
what Russia must 
covery is to be swift or sure— 
credits, machinery, industrial 
know-how, a larger slice of Ger- 
man reparations. The problem is 


to produce Yankee traders. 


CARL L MOSE QUITS 
AT WASHINGTON U 


Sculptor to Devote Full Time 
to Creative Work 
After Feb. 1. 


Carl C. Mose, sculptor, resigned 
from the faculty of Washington 
University Art School today, ef- 
fective Feb. 1. He said he would 
devote his entire time thereafter 
to creative work in sculpture, 
after having given much of his 
time for the last 20 years to 
teaching. He is having a new 
studio built in the rear of his 
home at 4478 Maryland avenue. 
Both Mose and Dean Kenneth 
Hudson of the Art School said 
today that the change was due 
wholly to the sculptor’s wish to 
give his time to creative work. 
Dean Hudson said Mose would be 


replaced as an instructor for the 
second semester, by Richard 
Duhme, a part-time teacher at 
John Burroughs School. Duhme, 
a Burroughs graduate, studied at 
the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine. Arts with Walker Hancock, 
former St. Louis sculptor. He won 
two foreign travel scholarships 
and taught in the Pennsylvania 
Academy’s summer school at 
Chester Springs, Pa. 


Mose joined the university fac- 
ulty in 1936. He had been an asso- 
ciate professor at Carleton Col- 
lege, Northfield, Minn., and an in- 
structor at the Chicago Art Insti- 
tute and the Corcoran Gallery, 
Washington, D. C. He served as 
an Army Air Forces captain in 
the Pacific in the war.

. MCORMICK DIES; 
INVENTOR GYRUS'S SON 


Long, Futile Fight Against 
Strange Mental Affliction 
Ends at Age of 72. 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif., Jan. 
20 (AP)—Stanley R. McCormick, 
youngest son of Cyrus McCor- 
mick, inventor of the harvester, 
died yesterday of pneumonia at 
his estate in Montecito. He was 
72 years old. 

McCormick was graduated with 
scholastic honors in 1895 from 
Princeton University. Ten years 


later, after he had begun what 
promised to be a brilliant career 
in business, his mind failed. Some 
of the world’s leading physicians 
studied his strange mental afflic- 
tion and more than $500,000 in 
medical fees were spent prior to 
1929 in futile attempts to cure 
him. 

Although adjudged incompetent 
in 1906, he was heir to the estate 
of his father, valued in excess of 
$50,000,000, and had an income 
in 1941 of $2,508,313. Of that, his 
expenses were $829,039, including 
a $300,000 allowance for his wife, 
Katherine Dexter McCormick. 

In 1931 Mrs. McCormick lost, by 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois, her long fight to e ap- 
pointed sole conservator of the 
person and estate of her husband. 
The battle was waged through IIli- 
nois and California courts, with 
Mrs. McCormick opposing her hus- 
band’s brothers, Harold and Cyrus 
J., who were appointed co-con- 
servators with her by a California 
court, 

She alleged that the brothers 
and their sister, Mrs. Anita Mc- 
Cormick Blaine, had placed her 
husband under the c are of psy- 
chiatrists whose methods she did 
not approve. Psychoanalysis—the 
psychology of Sigmund Freud—be- 
came one of the central issues of 
the court case.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP) 
Former Mayor Walter C. Chandler 
of Memphis, Tenn. urged the 
United States Conference of 
Mayors today to request Congress 
“most earnestly” not to curtail 
federal aid for airports, highways, 
hospitals and education. 

“Any drastic curtailment of 
projects designed for the security 
and protection of the nation can 
not be justified on the theory 
that the budget must be balanced 
at once regardless of the conse- 
quences,” he said. Chandler said 
a nation-wide campaign must be 
organized to obtain passage of 
long-range legislation for federal 
aid to housing.

“Serious blight and slum condl- 
tions already have overtaken

Production of lead and zinc from 
high-grade ores in the Tri-State 
District of Oklahoma, Missouri 
and Kansas is expected to decline, 
but millions of tons of low-grade 
ores can be mined if conditions 
are favorable, the Bureau of Mines 
says. 

“Lead and zinc are listed among 
the critical metals in the United 
States and production in the tri- 
state district is expected to de- 
cline,” Dr. R. R. Sayers, bureau di- 
rector, said in a report on produc- 
tive output of the region. Re- 
serves of high-grade ore are no 
longer large. 


“However, bureau investiga- 
tions have revealed millions of 
tons of low-grade ore, which 
could be mined under conditions 
of high prices, large-scale mechan- 
ized mining, efficient labor, and 
the best metallurgical treatment 
methods.” 

During the past century—from 
1850 through 1945 — production 
from the area totaled 20,755,020 
tons of zinc concentrates and 3-|~  } 
334,057 tons of lead concentrates, 
valued at a total of $1,110,058,581, 
the report said. In terms of re- 
coverable metals, 10,609,408 tons of 
zinc and 2,529,121 tons of lead 
worth $1,691,282,419 were mined. 

The output decreased gradually 
during the war, the report said.

recoverable zinc and 41,080 tons 
of recoverable lead, while in 1945 
it was 139,274 tons of recoverable 
zinc and 23,556 tons of reaover- 
able lead.

TOKYO, Jan. 20 (AP) — De- 
spite a wave of civil disturb- 
ances which cost the lives of at 
least 44 policemen and 39 rioters, 
southern Koreans made “real 
progress in October toward great- 
er participation in their own gov- 
ernment,” Gen, Douglas MacArthur 
reported today in the latest of his 
monthly occupation reports. 

Sur-marizing United States mil- 
itary government activities in 
Korea during October, MacArthur 
noted “violence and disorder in 
widely scattered places during 
the early days of the month.” He 
accused “agitators and propagan- 
dists” of promoting riots, attack- 
ing police stations and stealing 
arms and ammunition, 

In several places police were 
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to be declared. 

In the same month, however, he 
said the southern Koreans (the 
northern half of the country is 
Russian-occupied) held their first 
elections since the Japanese an- 
nexation of 1910, with rightists 
winning 31 of the 45 elective seats 
in the legislative assembly. Inde- 
pendents won 12 and leftists two.

DACHAU, Jan. 20 (UP)—Forty 
former officials and guards of the 
concentration camp 


were found guilty today of tor- 
turing and killing thousands of 
prisoners. A six-man American 
military court handed down the 
verdicts. Five men were acquitted. 
Sentences will be announced later 
this week. 
Prosecutor William D. Denson 
estimated more than 60,000 pris- 
oners passed through the Flossen- 
burg camp in a year. He said at 
least 15,000 of them died.

Rheumatoid Arthritis

AVE you ever tried making 

pie out of pineapple juice? 

If not, and if your family is 
fond of pineapple, then thére’s a 
treat in store for you and them. 
Pineapple pie at its best is a 
strong competitor of the best of 
lemon pie, This fruit juice is now. 
abundant on most grocer’s shelves, 
and fortunately is not expensive. 
It has a wonder‘tul refreshing 
flavor and with a little ingenuity, 
it can be put to numerous uses. 
One of the difficulties about using 
such juice in pie is in thickening 
to obtain a filling of the proper 
consistency for the pie. Any juice 
that contains sugar has a boiling 
point above 212 degrees F. and as 
a result, starch does not swell and 
cook as normally as it does in 
plain water. And the higher the 
sugar content, the greater the dif- 
ficulty. 

The best way to thicken the 
juice is to heat it to boiling, then 
slowly stir in the thin paste made 
by combining the cornstarch with 
water and cook it rapidly until 
the mixture is just thickened and 
clear, The desired consistency is 
such that when the pie is cooled 
and cut, the fill will sag just 
a bit. Of course, the consistency 
will depend on how soon the pie 
is eaten. I it is eaten in three 
hours after removing from the 
oven, it will require a little more 
cornstarch than if eaten four or 
five hours after the pie is removed 
from the oven because the 
becomes stiffer as it stands.

ORE people are disabled each year by rheumatic diseases 

affecting the joints than by cancer, tuberculosis, diabetes 

and heart disease combined. These rheumatic diseases, 
which stiffen the joints and cause swelling, tenderness and pain 
in the areas around them, are also the most common cause of 
long-continued illnesses. 


One of the worst of these offenders, both in the severity 
of its symptoms and in the number of people it affects, is 
rheumatoid arthritis. For this reason it is a pity that the exact 
cause of this painful and crippling affliction has never been 
discovered. 


Today doctors are beginning to suspect that the destructive 
changes which take place in the tissues surrounding the joints 
may be only an effect of some more generalized disorder, whose 
secret trouble-making begins much earlier. Dr. Roland Davison 
of San Francisco, takes this view, stating that many persons 
may be sick for months or even years, before the joint symp- 
toms develop. 
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IN THE BEGINNING, the X-ray examination of the joints 
shows nothing abnormal but, as the disease progresses, destruc- 
tion of the cartilages, which act like pads on the ends of the 
bane, may be seen in the X-ray. 


The treatment of rheumatoid arthritis requires many 
months before improvement may be expected. To begin with, 
efforts should be made to build up the patient’s general health, 
particularly with physical and mental rest. Pain must be re- 
lieved by the use of such drugs as the salicylates. When pos- 
sible, treatment in a hospital for several weeks may be of 
advantage. 

So-called physical measures of treatment are particularly 
helpful. Simple exercises, especially when the patient is con- 
fined to bed, are important. Warm baths, massage, and manipu- 
lation or movement of the joints are all helpful as the patient 
begins to recover. Heat applied to the joints, by means of the 
electrical method known as diathermy, is also of value. How- 

eee re a ee eee eee 
the * stages of the disorder. 
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AS A RULE, no special diet is required. However, the diet 
should be well-balanced; that is, it should include all of the 
necessary food parts. In all instances a search should be 
made for infections, such as may be present in the teeth, ton- 
sils, sinuses, or prostate gland, and if any such infections are 
found they should be cleared up when possible. 

Dr. Davison believes that large doses of vitamin C may be 
of advantage in some cases of rheumatoid arthritis, and that 
vitamin D, used in large doses, may also be effective in cer- 
tain instances. However, when the patient is taking large doses 
of vitamin D, he must be kept under the care of a physician 
so that any unfavorable reactions may be noted and taken 
care of. 

Arthritis is not a hopeless disease, but there is need for 

much further search in regard to the cause and treatment. 
Once its cause is discovered, it may well be that measures to 
forestall this crippler can be instituted, so that in the future 
it will never reach its most painful and disabling stage.

Fix It Yourself

HERE are as many different 
ways of stopping a leaky water 
pipe as there are cures for 
head colds, The fact remains that 
the only sure way of dealing with 
a pipe that spouts water around is 
to replace it with a new section. 
But plumbers can be pretty hard 
people to get hold of at three 
o'clock in the morning, so here are 
a few tips on making 
patches for water pipes. And re- 
member, we said “temporary.” 

An effective patch can be made 
by taking a section of garden 
hose and splitting it down one 
side. Put the hose around the pipe 
over the leaky spot and clamp it 
firmly in place. The type of hose 
clamp used for the radiator con- 
nections on autom is swell 
for this job but any other hand 
screw clamp should do the trick. 

Tire tape wrapped around a leak 
will do for a short time providing 
that the pressure in the line is not 
very great and the leak is on the 
small side. Small cracks in cast 
iron pipes can be repaired with 
iron cement but what you want 
for a permanent cure is a welding 
job. On lead pipes you can take 
a nailset or similar tool and punch 
the metal around the leak until 
the opening is plugged. 


A simple substitute for plum 
pudding is steamed fruit cake 
served with a hot lemon sauce. 
Cut in thick slices, place in a cov- 
ered pie plate and heat in oven. 
A brandy sauce may be served in- 
stead of the lemon sauce,

HERE is nothing essenttally 
T wrong about making a “fancy” 
bid now and then, but after 
such a bid it is very wise to turn 
conservative for the rest of the 
auction. Let's look at a typical 


case. 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable.

— queen 
Was on side, and North made four 
club tricks, he was still one trick 
short of his six-no-trump con- 
tract, with four clubs, five hearts 
and two spades, 

The three-diamond bid indulged 
in by North wag not bad in itself: 
(although there was very little 
point in it), but North’s subse- 
quent bidding was simply ghast- 
ly! Surely it required little imag- 
ination to guess that the three 
diamond bid had struck good sup- 
port in South’s hand, insofar as 
diamond length was concerned, 
but, just as surely, North should 
have realized that in jumping 
from four diamonds to five no 
trump (North-South were not us 
ing any slam convention) he 
would be virtually forcing a dia- 
mond slam that he himself could 
not stand. Then, of course, he 
could no longer support clubs, but 
would have to run out to six no 
trump. 

It would have been forgiveabie 
for North-South to reach a six 
club contract, because the dupii- 
cation in spades was difficult to 
overcome. The crux, however, is 
that after North’s own “fancy” 
diamond bid, he should have be 
come extra conservative instead 
of barging ahead even more 
strongly on the next round.
